He  made  this  proposal  as  he 
accepted  the  1956  Clergy man- 
of-the-year  Award  of  the  annual 
Washington  Pilgrimage  of  Am- 
j  erican  Churchmen.  Mr.  Gra¬ 
ham  was  honored  for  his  efforts 
in  worldwide  Christian  evange¬ 
lism. 

The  evangelist  warned  that 
unless  the  nation’  can  find  a 
7  means,  of  "bringing  God  into 
education,”  it  will  develop  a 
seeurlarist  society. 

"I  disagree  with  the  Supreme 
Court  s  decision,  ’  he  declared. 
“Our  forefathers  gave  us  free¬ 
dom  of  religion,  not  freedom 
from  religion.  Unless  we  bring 
God  into  the  classroom  and  , 
make  Him  the  center  of  educa- 
tion,  we  are  not  preparing  our 
young  people  for  their  roles  in 
a  Christian  society.” 

Mr.  Graham  said  he  was  con-  ’ 
fident  that  a  way  could  be 
found  under  the  Constitution  to 
-have  religion  become  a  part 
of  the  public  school  curri- : 
culum.

Confusion  Regrettable 

“The  confusion  which  occur¬ 
red  on  Wednesday.  May  2,  Is 
most  regrettable  and  unfortu¬ 
nate.  This  circumstance  has  in 
no  way  Influenced  action  of  the 
Board  except  that  in  the  light 
of  its  occurrence  the  Board  has 
deemed  it  advisable  to  make 
public  the  development  here 
•nd  now  at  this  time  rather 
than  the  date  previously  agreed 
upon  at  the  close  o i  the  school 
session.  The  Board  la  convinced 
that  the  student  meeting  has 
•  been  misunderstood  and  mag¬ 
nified.  Interviews  that  members 
of  the  board  have  had  with  stu¬ 
dent  leaders  confirm  this  Im¬ 
pression.  Both  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  student  leaders 
agree  that  the  Board  cannot, 
should  not,  and  will  not  yield 
to  pressure,  but  that  the  action 
of  the  BOard  should  be  based 
upon  a  fair  and  impartial  con¬ 
sideration  of  all  the  facts  en¬ 
tering  into  the  equation  ...” 

“It  Is  the  further  thinking 
of  the  board  that  this  state¬ 
ment  should  take  cognisance  of 
the  monumental  work  that  Dr. 
Rouse  hag  accomplished  dur¬ 
ing  the  nine  yean  of  his  presi¬ 
dency  of  this  Institution.  It  is 
the  consensus  of  the  board  that 
he,  more  than  any  other  per¬ 
son,  Is  responsible  for  re-open¬ 
ing  of  the  school  and  for  its 
subsequent  progress.  . 


In  his  formal  statement  Dir.' 
Rouse  said  "The  statement  I 
gave  to  the  press  a  few  days 
agi>  to  the  effect  that  I  had  no 
disposition  to  consider  anything 
other  than  William  Carey  Col¬ 
lege  was  made  In  an  effort  to 
protect  the  interest  of  the  col¬ 
lege.
